Displayed At Games 


Traveling with the team and rooters to the Stockton-S.J.C. 
game today is one of the important products of the new commission, 
the S.J.C. “student union building,”, President John Eastman says. 

The much discussed building was constructed last year by the 
students who were running for commission offices, whose platform 
was to promote the building of a student union in which the stu- 
dent body could gather in leisure hours. 

Salinas Junior College had a student union at one time which 
was in a house on the edge of the:campus, commissioners say. The 
students would gather in their free periods for leisurely talk, 
smoking, cards, and other forms of relaxation. During the war years 
the. house was turned into a private residence and the J.C. student 
union was no more. 

When last year’s commission was in power they attempted to 
reestablish the student union, stating that a building especially for 
the students during idle hours between classes was a necessity if 
the students were to be kept from roaming the halls while other 
classes were in session. Also, it was argued that the local bars were 
becoming substitutes for a union merely because students had no 
place else to go. The arguments were to no avail and.S.J.C, con- 
tinued to be without a student union. ‘ 

The present commtission is continuing the efforts of last year’s 
student representatives by. establishing a fund especially for a 
student union building, and by advertising the out house which. is 
serving as temporary S.J.C. student union. By displaying the build- 
ing at local and out-of-town school functions the commission: hopes 
to stir up enough interest in J.C. students and local citizens to 
actually gain their objective — a student union for S.J.C:
